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Dogpatch's  Dennis  Herrera  Working  to  Bring 
Integrity  Back  to  San  Francisco  City  Government

Dennis  Hen-era  is  like  many  other 
young  professionals  who  enjoy  the  eclectic 
charms  of  Potrero  living.  He  recently 
finished  renovating  an  old  Victorian  in 
Dogpatch,  likes  to  grab  morning  coffee  at 
Farley's,  and  spends  as  much  time  as 
possible  with  his  wife  and  toddler  son. 

What  sets  Herrera  apart  from 
neighbors  is  his  job  at  City  Hall,  where  he 
serves  in  the  second  most  powerful 
position  in  San  Francisco  city  govern- 
ment. 

Elected  city  attorney  in  December 
2001,  Herrera  runs  a  $47  million  depart- 
ment that  plays  a  pivotal  role  in  all  aspects 
of  city  government.  With  200  attorneys 
and  140  support  staff,  the  city  attorneys 
office  functions  as  a  public  law  firm 
serving  about  100  different  ciry  agencies, 
departments  and  commissions. 

When  the  ciry  is  sued,  Herrera's  office 
defends  the  suit.  When  the  city  has  cause 
for  legal  action,  his  office  decides  whether 
or  not  to  pursue  the  case.  When  a 
supervisor  wants  to  author  a  new  ordi- 
nance or  resolution,  the  city  attorney 
drafts  and  approves  the  language. 
Herrera's  office  also  reviews  city  contracts 
and  provides  all  types  of  legal  advice. 

It's  a  hectic,  high  pressure  job  but  the 
New  York  native,  who  turned  40  in 
November,  thrives  on  the  challenge.  "If 
you're  a  lawyer  who  cares  about  public 
service,  there  is  no  more  interesting  or 
fulfilling  position  in  the  city,"  he  says. 

Since  taking  office,  Herrera  has 
quickly  established  a  reputation  as  a 
straight  shooter  who  works  to  avoid 
political  gridlock.  He  has  a  chilly  but 
cordial  relationship  with  Mayor  Willie 
Brown,  but  has  been  praised  by  pundits 
on  all  sides  of  the  political  spectrum  as  a 
bridge  builder  who  isn't  afraid  to  battle 
the  rich  and  powerful.

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"  Herrera's  predecessor,  Louise  Renne, 
has  said  Herrera's  strengths  are  good 
judgment,  sound  legal  advice  and  a 
"diplomatic  way  of  dealing  with  people." 
Matt  Gonzalez,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  has  praised  the  ciry  attorney 
as  a  good  communicator  who  keeps  city 
officials  informed.  Supervisor  Aaron 
Peskin  says  Herrera  has  fearlessly  fought 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  even  if  his 
decisions  are  not  popular  with  everyone. 

As  the  city's  chief  legal  officer,  Herrera 
says  one  of  his  primary  goals  is  to  bring 
integrity  back  to  local  government. 
"When  you  have  elections  where  only  20 


percent  of  the  electorate  votes,  it's  clear 
there  is  a  lot  of  cynicism  about  the 
effectiveness  of  government,"  he  says.  "I 
am  in  a  unique  position  to  impact  that 
cynicism  by  preserving  the  integrity  of 
city  contracts,  by  paying  attention  to 
quality  of  life  issues,  and  by  going  after 
waste,  fraud  and  abuse." 

Herrera  wasted  little  time  in  going 
after  powerful  and  politically-connected 
companies.  Just  months  into  his  four- 
year-term,  he  sued  PG&E,  seeking 
ratepayer  refunds  for  unfair  and  illegal 
business  practices.  In  his  most  high-profile 
case  to  date,  he  stood  up  to  the  mayor  and 


filed  a  suit  against  Tutor-Saliba  Corp., 
alleging  that  the  huge  contractor  used  fake 
minority  subcontractors  to  qualify  for  bids 
and  padded  airport  construction  bills  by 
as  much  as  $320  million. 

Local  activists  appreciate  Herrera's 
emphasis  on  stricter  environmental 
enforcement.  His  deputies  are  trying  to 
shut  down  the  heavily  polluting  Hunters 
Point  Power  Plant  and  limit  environmen- 
tal impacts  of  existing  and  proposed 
power  plants  along  the  Potrero  waterfront. 
Herrera  teamed  up  with  the  state  attorney 
generals  office  last  year  for  a  $46.8 
million  settlement  with  Atlantic  Richfield 
Corp.,  which  failed  to  repair  leaking 
underground  gas  tanks  at  59  Arco 
stations.  His  office  has  recovered  millions 
more  dollars  in  numerous  suits  and 
settlements.  , 

Herrera  is  especially  proud  of  a 
lawsuit  filed  last  year  against  City  Tow,  the 
firm  contracted  to  tow  and  store  the  city's 
illegally  parked  cars.  The  suit  claims  the 
company  unlawfully  rigged  weekly 
auctions  of  unclaimed  vehicles,  bilking  the 
government  out  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  over  a  period  of  ten  years. 

"It  feels  very  rewarding  to  be  able  to 
do  something  about  crooked  contractors," 
he  said. 

Making  good  on  a  campaign  pledge 
to  improve  efficiency  and  accountability, 
Herrera  reshaped  his  office  to  function 
more  like  a  professional  law  firm,  adding 
new  systems  for  client  billing  to  track 
whether  city  departments  arc  over 
spending  tax  dollars  on  legal  advice.  He 
has  doubled  the  number  of  deputies  in  his 
Code  Enforcement  Division,  and  his 
Revenue  Recovery  Team  produced  a 
record  $9  million  last  year,  pursuing 
smaller  cases,  largely  ignored  in  the  past. 

Born  in  Bay  Shore,  Long  Island, 
Herrera  grew  up  in  a  household  that

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S.F.  Budget  Woes  Threaten  to 
ZAP  Community  Services

For  years  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighbor- 
hood House  (the  Nabe)  has  been  home  to 
community  outreach  programs.  The 
programs  the  Nabe  provides  and  houses, 
including  a  program  for  developmentally 
disabled  adults,  Alcoholic  Anonymous, 
the  Omega  Boys  Club,  ZAP,  and  various 
employment  workshops,  provide  invalu- 
able services  to  the  community. 

Unfortunately,  the  need  for  social 
service  programming  always  seems  to 


exceed  the  availability  of  funding.  It  has 
been  important  that  city  agencies  supple- 
ment their  major  resources  by  awarding 
local  community  programs,  such  as  those 
available  at  the  Nabe,  with  financial  aid. 
Financing  such  projects  at  the  neighbor- 
hood level  benefits  the  entire  community. 

But,  as  we  all  know,  our  state  and 
local  budgets  are  in  shambles.  And  it  is 
these  vital  social  services  that  are  the  first 
to  be  sacrificed.  Under  threat  right  now  is 
the  Nabe's  ZAP  program,  a  substance 
abuse  service  which  offers  assistance  to 


individuals  and  families,  with  a  focus  on 
helping  youth  and  young  adults  ages  1 1 
to  25.  ZAP  has  been  funded  by  the  Dept. 
of  Public  Health  since  1994  for  56  clients 
with  a  budget  of  $203,000.  By  July  2002. 
the  number  of  participants  in  the  program 
had  increased  100  percent.  In  a  mere  eight 
years  both  the  funding  and  the  clients 
have  doubled.  The  need  is  obviously  great. 

Programs  like  ZAP  provide  effective 
and  necessary  help  to  members  of  our 
community.  They  work  toward  long-term 
solutions  for  individuals  and  families. 
Without  the  resources  that  ZAP  and 
programs  like  it  provide,  what  will  happen 
to  the  people  it  serves?  The  clients  who 
utilize  the  ZAP  program  could  become  a 
greater  burden  to  our  tax  system  down  the 
road.  In  other  words,  shredding  social 
services  now  in  order  to  repair  our  leaky 
budgets  could  blow  up  in  our  faces. 


Cutting  ZAP  and  other  social  service 
programs  is  not  a  solution;  it  is  a  quick 
fix,  not  much  different  than  fixing  a  leaky 
pipe  with  a  piece  of  string. 

We  have  seen  this  kind  of  quick  fix 
fail  before.  For  those  of  us  who  remember 
World  War  II  and  Vietnam,  it  is  disillu- 
sioning to  see  homeless  vets  on  street 
corners  holding  greasy  crumpled  card- 
board signs  reading  "Vietnam  Vet."  Why 
aren't  they  being  treated  at  our  veterans' 
hospitals?  Why  are  they  begging  on  the 
streets?  Budget  cuts,  we  assume. 

Over  and  over  again  we  read  about 
the  slashing  of  social  service  budgets.  Now 
we  are  taunted  by  the  newspaper  headlines 
with  stories  of  skyrocketing  war-related 
expenses.  We  wonder  if  the  number- 
crunchers  think  ahead  to  the  time  when

The  Effect  of  War  and 
Why  It  Never  Ends

About  a  month  or  so  ago,  when  our  soldiers  were  poised  to  enter  Iraq,  I  asked  my 
Developmental  Psychology  class  if  they  wanted  to  chat  about  the  impending  war.  I  took 
my  cue  from  their  enthusiastic  "Yes,"  listened  intently,  and  facilitated  discussion. 
However,  as  debate  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  war  with  Iraq  echoed  off  the  classroom 
walls,  I  began  to  have  second  thoughts. 

You  see,  I  have  been  afraid  to  talk  about  war  for  some  time.  Not  for  fear  of  the 
controversy  that  surrounds  it,  but  because  as  a  young  anthropologist  I  did  my  fieldwork 
in  a  war  zone.  I  remain  traumatized  by  the  experience.  So  much  so  that  now,  some  15 
years  later,  I  have  told  almost  no  one  about  those  troubling  times. 

Back  in  the  classroom,  my  citizen-students  had  taken  sides.  "This  is  a  war  of 
conscience,"  said  one.  "No."  was  the  angry  retort,  "this  is  a  war  of  opportunity."  The 
statement,  "We  have  no  right  to  invade  other  nations,"  was  met  with  the  spirited  reply, 
"We  have  every  right  after  they  bombed  our  embassies  and  destroyed  the  World  Trade 
Center."  And  the  assertion,  "We'll  have  to  pay  $20  a  gallon  for  gas  unless  we  go  to  war," 
was  parried  by  the  counter-claim,  "If  we  invest  in  alternative  sources  of  energy,  wars  for 

 ■   oil  won't  be  necessary." 

Debate  gradually  subsided  and  I  was 
about  to  change  the  subject  when  a 
student  caught  me  off  guard.  "So  Uncle 
Dave,  what  do  you  think?" 

In  the  1980s  and  '90s  I  conducted 

  fieldwork  among  the  huecheros,  or  artifact 

looters,  of  Mexico  and  Central  America.  Artifact  looting  was  and  still  is  illegal  in  this 
region,  and  so  I  made  arrangements  to  be  smuggled  from  southern  Mexico  into  the 
remote  sections  of  Guatemala  where  huecheros  secretly  plied  their  trade. 

On  the  muddy,  root-strewn  rainforest  trails  from  Mexico  into  Guatemala,  I  passed 
hundreds  of  Central  Americans  heading  in  the  opposite  direction.  While  many  hoped  to 
enter  the  United  States  illegally  as  undocumented  workers,  the  majority  were  refugees 
from  civil  wars  in  Guatemala  and  El  Salvador. 

Soon  we  entered  into  what  the  huecheros  referred  to  as  zona  de  guerra,  or  war  zone. 
Near  the  edge  of  a  makeshift  clearing  we  were  overcome  by  the  stench  of  death.  Just 
ahead  of  us  surface  soil  had  settled  and  exposed  a  mass  grave.  My  huechero  guides 
crossed  themselves  and  prayed  nervously.  We  were  witnesses  to  the  time  capsule  of  a 
mass  execution.  Bullet  wounds,  dried  blood,  faces  contorted  in  horror,  bound  hands  still 
clasped  in  hope  and  agony,  decayed  flesh,  body  parts,  shoes,  clothes  all  seemingly  frozen 
in  the  instant  life  was  taken.  Farther  on:  the  remains  of  homes,  some  burned  or  partially 
destroyed  by  an  explosive  device,  and  still  others  riddled  with  bullet  holes. 

In  hindsight,  war  as  it  is  seldom  experienced  by  Americans.  There  is  nothing  to 
debate  at  the  site  of  a  mass  execution.  There  is  only  insanity  and  horror.  War  fought 
where  you  live.  From  block  to  block,  house  to  house,  among  your  friends  and  relatives. 
There  is  no  collateral  mourning. 

My  intent  is  to  make  neither  a  compelling  case  for  or  against  war.  We  are  after  all,  a 
warrior  nation.  Born  of  revolution,  united  by  civil  war,  and  defined  as  a  superpower  by 
our  ability  to  project  force.  When  we  want  peace,  we  go  to  war.  When  we  demonstrate 
against  war,  there  is  often  violence. 

I  say  to  you  only  that,  "We  are  all  affected  by  war.  There  was  nothing  surgical  about 
that  mass  grave.  People  in  Guatemala  still,  to  this  day,  they  search  for  answers.  For 
them,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  collateral  mourning. 

There  was,  in  the  same  way,  nothing  surgical  about  the  Oklahoma  City  bombing  or 
the  9/1 1  terrorist  attack.  Those  tragedies  of  the  human  condition  effected  and  still  to 
this  day  profoundly  affect  us  all.  There  is  no  collateral  mourning. 

To  debate  or  decide  about  war  is  in  my  opinion  premature.  We  must  first 
understand  how  war  affects  us  all. 

Still,  to  this  day,  I  mourn  and  search  for  answers.

See  why  the  coalition  went  to  war:  Iraqi 
soldiers  feigning  surrender  to  ambush 
troops  in  clear  violation  of  Geneva 
Conventions;  military  weapons  and 
supplies  stored  in  civilian  occupied 
locations,  such  as  schools,  hospitals,  and 
apartment  buildings;  the  Iraqi  Minister  of 
(dis)  Information  broadcasting  that  our 
troops  aren't  there,  but  civilian  men, 
women  and  children  should  head  towards 
the  airport  straight  into  a  conflict  zone; 
chemicals  and  biological  weapons  and 
supplies  found  in  key  strategic  cities 
throughout  Iraq  —  the  same  mass 
destruction  weaponry  that  Saddam  said 
didn't  exist;  children  freed  from  Iraq 
prisons  for  not  joining  the  army;  torture 
devices  found  in  numerous  Iraqi  prisons;  a 
gold-filled  palace  in  the  middle  of  an 
impoverished  country  where  food  and 
medical  aid  has  been  kept  from  the  Iraqi 
people  by  its  own  government.

It  is  this  willingness  to  become 
involved  that  enables  us  to  arrive  at  the  best  possible  solutions  for  the  Hill  and  for  the  city. 

One  of  our  greatest  continuing  challenges  is  the  need  for  diligence  in  addressing  the 
way  our  city  meets  its  demands  for  power.  The  ultimate  solution  can  be  found  in  San 
Francisco's  Power  Plan.  We  know  what  we  need  to  do:  Develop  sustainable  forms  of 
energy  such  as  solar  and  wind  power  and  continue  to  increase  our  conservation  efforts 
so  that  there  will  be  no  need  for  Unit  7  to  be  constructed  at  the  Potrero  Hill  power 
plant.  Immediately  we  must  address  the  placement  of  the  4  peaker  plants  that  will 
enable  the  long  overdue  closure  of  the  Hunters  Point  plant  and  eliminate  the  need  for 
full  operation  of  the  Potrero  Hill  plant. 

I  would  like  to  briefly  mention  some  of  the  ongoing  issues  that  I  have  been  address- 
ing and  two  new  projects  I  have  sponsored  that  have  particular  relevance  to  Potrero  Hill: 

•  Examining  the  possibility  of  rezoning  I8th  Street  to  encourage  neighborhoods 
friendly  businesses. 

•  Working  with  the  SFPD  to  address  issues  of  importance  to  you  such  as  homelessness 
and  other  neighborhood  concerns. 

•  Working  with  the  Rec  and  Park  Department  to  address  use  conflicts  at  the  Hill's 

parks. 

•  The  establishment  of  a  Biosciences  task  force  to  develop  recommended  policies  for 
consideration  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  relevant 
land  use  controls. 

•  The  establishment  of  a  multi-disciplinary  task  force  on  childhood  nutrition  and 
physical  activity  to  examine  the  deteriorating  health  of  our  children  and  propose 
plans  for  remediation  of  the  problems. 

Together  we  can  continue  to  meet  our  challenges.  I  encourage  and  welcome  your  input.

IMP 

NEIGHBORHOOD  WORKSHOPS  ON  PUBLIC  TRANSIT 
Potrero  Hill,  Bayview,  and  Visitation  Valley  were  the  locales  for  neighborhood  meetings 
to  discuss  the  Bayshore  Transit  Study  in  April.  Muni  officials  presented  nine  alternative 
proposals  for  improvement  of  public  transit  along  the  Third  Street  corridor.  Improve- 
ments were  mandated  by  passage  of  Proposition  B  in  1989,  when  a  half-cent  sales  tax 
was  earmarked  for  transit  improvements.  The  study  was  expected  to  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  this  year. 

PAY  AND  COST  OF  LIVING  FREEZES  TO  KEEP  CLINIC  OPEN  FOR  NOW 

Although  Caleb  Clark  Clinic  narrowly  escaped  closure  last  fall,  recent  cuts  in  state  and 
county  budgets  continue  to  affect  the  programs  and  services  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Department.  Approximately  $32  million  was  cut  out  of  the  Health  Department 
budget  in  the  '92-'93  fiscal  year  ending  in  June,  and  approximately  $25  million  must  be 
cut  from  the  '93-'94  budget.  The  Health  Commission  has  proposed  freezing  of  salaries 
and  elimination  of  cost-of-living  increases,  cutbacks  in  outpatient  services  for  mental 
health,  the  closing  of  primary  care  clinics,  and  "streamlining"  of  county  departments. 
Although  the  freeze  will  save  clinics  from  being  shut  down  and  eliminate  layoffs  of 
Health  Department  personnel,  it  may  be  only  a  temporary  remedy.  Further  cuts  are 
expected  when  the  state  budget  is  approved.  However,  several  positions  will  be  funded 
by  Ryan  White  Care  Monies,  including  a  part-time  social  worker,  a  half-time  physician, 
a  full-time  registered  nurse,  a  full-time  clerk,  and  family  practice  resident  trainer. 

NABE  CALLS  FOR  ASSISTANCE 

The  Neighborhood  House  is  asking  for  a  response  to  their  "Wish  List."  Badly  needed 
are  basketballs,  volleyballs  and  nets,  soccer  balls,  and  gymnastic  floor  mats.  The  sewing 
skills  workshop  needs  fabric,  thread,  a  sewing  machine,  irons,  and  ironing  boards. 
Tutors  are  needed  to  help  youngsters  with  reading,  spelling,  and  math.  Children  come 
to  the  Nabe  after  school,  and  activities  for  them  take  place  from  3  to  5  p.m. 

POCKET  OPERA  OFFERS  MOZART  AT  THE  NABE 

A  special  preview  of  Mozart's  opera,  Cosi  Fan  Tutti  will  be  performed  by  Pocket  Opera 
June  2  at  the  Neighborhood  House.  The  popular  Pocket  Opera  company,  whose 
productions  are  traditionally  staged  with  a  minimum  of  sets,  costumes  or  props, 
performs  the  works  in  English  with  a  small  orchestra  of  eight  musicians  accompanying 
the  singers.  Pocket  Opera  founder  Donald  Pippin,  a  former  resident  of  Potrero  Hill, 
offers  this  special  rehearsal  performance  as  a  benefit  for  the  Neighborhood  House. 

HILL  SCHOOL  ADOPTED  BY  NESTLE  COMPANY 

Starr  King  School,  located  on  Carolina  Street,  enrolls  about  420  srudencs  from  kinder- 
garten through  fifth  grade.  It  is  in  the  same  predicament  as  many  of  San  Francisco's 
public  schools  —  the  numbers  of  students  with  special  needs  continues  to  increase, 
while  school  funding  continues  to  decrease.  Starr  King  was  recently  "adopted"  by  the 
Nestle  Beverage  Company.  More  than  40  Nestle  employees  provide  tutoring  in  the 
classrooms  on  company  time.  Typically  there  are  between  15  and  20  Nestle  volunteers 
working  at  Starr  King  every  week.  Nestle  also  provides  much-needed  school  supplies, 
such  as  paper  and  binders.

VIEW  EDITOR  VISITS  HOLOCAUST  MUSEUM 

t »  Juciy  Baston,  an  editor  of  the  View,  visited  the  Holocaust  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C. 
he  Tower  of  Faces,  created  by  Dr.  Yaffa  Eliach,  a  professor  of  Judaic  Studies  at  Brook- 
lyn College,  who  herself  was  four  years  old  in  the  town  of  Eishishok,  in  Lithuania,  when 
e  Nazis  came  and  rounded  up  almost  all  of  the  Jews  and  machine-gunned  them  at  the 
edge  of  a  huge  pit.  Judy  Baston's  grandmother,  grandfather,  aunts,  uncles,  and  cousins 
were  all  killed.  Judy's  father  had  come  from  Eishishok  to  Oakland  in  1922.  Yaffa  Eliach 
spent  1 2  years  gathering  pictures  of  every  Eishishok  Jew  who  was  murdered,  and  by 
1989,  when  Judy  sent  her  pictures  of  her  family,  Eliach  had  gathered  5,000  photo- 
graphs. Astoundingly,  a  recent  Roper  poll  showed  that  22  percent  of  Americans  ques- 
tioned believed  the  Holocaust  never  happened. 


CONNECTICUT  YANKEE  SITE  IS  HISTORIC 

The  structure  housing  the  Connecticut  Yankee  restaurant  at  17th  and  Connecticut 
streets  must  be  the  oldest  on  Potrero  Hill  in  which  food  and  drink  has  been  continually 
served  since  it  was  built  in  1907,  by  the  Salvotti  family,  using  lumber  salvaged  from  a 
post-earthquake  Red  Cross  distribution  building  and  opened  as  Hilda's  Saloon.  A  four- 
course  meal,  including  wine  made  by  Hilda  Salvotti  in  the  basement,  went  for  25  cents.

Isaiah  Project  Celebrates 
Passover  on  Potrero  Hill 


A  crowd  that  filled  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  to  capacity 
celebrated  the  Passover  holiday  April  14, 
and  responded  to  the  age-old  program  of 
ritual  and  song  brought  together  by  the 
Isaiah  Project  in  a  "freedom"  seder 
(dinner). 

The  Isaiah  Project,  an  alliance  of 
African  American  and  Jewish  communi- 
ties for  social  justice  and  collaboration, 
seeks  to  improve  relationships  and  address 
issues  of  common  concern  among  blacks, 
Jews  and  other  cultural  groups  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area. 

The  evenings  program,  co-ordinated 
and  administered  by  Pastor  Douglass 
Fitch  of  Glide  Memorial  Church,  and 
Rabbi  Alan  Lew  of  Congregation  Beth 
Sholom  in  the  city,  included  a  skit  by 
Yossi  Vassa,  an  Ethiopian-born  writer  and 
actor  living  in  Israel. 


During  the  course  of  the  evening  two 
special  guests  were  introduced:  Gloria 
Lyon,  born  in  Hungary  in  1938,  survived 
seven  internment  camps  after  she  and  her 
family  were  arrested,  by  the  Nazis.  Lyon 
was  liberated  by  American  forces. 
Eventually  she  travelled  to  the  U.S., 
married,  and  settled  in  San  Francisco 
where  she  has  lived  for  the  past  40  years. 

The  other  guest,  Floyd  Dade  was  a 
senior  in  high  school  when  he  was  drafted 
by  the  Army  in  his  hometown  of 
Texarkana,  Ark.  He  was  with  the  71st 
Infantry  Division,  76th  Tank  Battalion 
when  his  company  became  one  the  first  to 
liberate  concentration  camp  survivors  in 
May  1945,  in  Gunkarchen,  Austria. 

Other  guests  included  S.F.  Super- 
visors Sophie  Maxwell  and  Bevan  Dufty.

Women's  Summit  Mixes 
Inspiration  with  Politics

Thousands  of  women  descended  on 
Moscone  Center  last  month  for  the  San 
Francisco  Mayor's  Summit  for  Women, 
which  featured  an  all-star  lineup  of 
prominent  Bush-bashing  female  leaders. 

The  summit,  created  by  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  five  years  ago,  drew  nearly  4,000 
Bay  Area  women  for  a  day  of  inspiration 
lessons  on  empowerment  and  hope  for 
future  changes  within  the  political  arena, 
as  well  as  in  the  daily  grinds  of  home  and 
work  life.  The  event  was  appropriately 
titled  "A  Day  That  Could  Change  a 
Lifetime."  Headlining  this  year's  summit 
were  former  Texas  governor  Ann  Richards, 
nationally  syndicated  columnist  and 
author  Molly  Ivins,  and  Congresswoman 
Maxine  Waters  among  many  others. 

Speaker  Patricia  Rusell-McCloud,  an 
African  American  business  motivator  and 
lawyer,  awed  the  audience  by  rapping 
about  what  it  feels  like  to  be  a  woman. 
"Woman,  dedicated,  diligent,  dutiful, 
focused  and  intentional.  Woman,  willing 
to  arrive  early  and  stay  late.  But  don't  look 
for  me  to  cook  dinner  tonight.  Woman 
with  a  glue  who  holds  it  all  together. 
Woman  with  her  feet  on  a  foundation 
that  is  sure,"  McCloud  said.  The  audience 
laughed,  cheered  and  high-fived  each 
other  throughout  her  speech. 

Another  crowd  pleaser  and  summit 
alumna  was  Anne  Richards,  who  was 
introduced  by  Mayor  Brown  as  Texas' 
"real  last  governor." 

Known  for  being  sharp  yet  honest, 
Richards  spoke  of  her  disappointment 
with  the  Bush  administration  and  its 
failure  to  protect  the  interests  of  its 
citizens,  especially  women.  "It's  heart- 
breaking to  have  our  troops  overseas," 
Richards  told  the  crowd.  "It's  awful  that 
our  sons  and  daughters  are  pulled  away  to 
fight  a  war  that  isn't  right,"  she  added 

Fellow  Texan  Molly  Ivins  spoke  of  her 
experiences  in  journalism  and  the  current 
war  in  Iraq.  The  war,  according  to  Ivins,  is 


like  "two  kids  fighting  over  one  cookie." 

Ivins,  a  California  native  born  in 
Monterey,  addressed  the  issues  and 
hardship  of  the  feminist  movement. 
According  to  Ivins,  the  movement  has 
become,  unfortunately,  known  as  an 
"angry  lesbian"  movement.  Ivins  credits 
the  media  for  the  horrible  stereotypes 
placed  on  the  feminist  movement,  and 
assured  everyone  that  not  every  woman 
who  wants  equal  pay  on  a  par  with  men,  or 
better  health  care  is  an  "angry  lesbian." 

Congresswoman  Waters  of  Los  Angeles 
addressed  her  concerns  about  the  war  and 
proclaimed  that  President  Bush  doesn't 
know  how  to  use  "diplomacy  and  has  his 
own  agenda"  for  waging  war  on  Iraq. 
President  Bush  is  "abusing  his  power"  by 
sending  troops  overseas,  Waters  said. 

As  the  applause  died  down,  someone 
from  the  crowd  yelled,  "What  about 
Condoleeza  Rice?"  Waters  smirked  and 
replied,  "What  about  Condoleeza?"  She 
then  spoke  briefly  about  her  disappoint- 
ment with  the  national  security  advisor 
for  not  using  her  power  to  the  fullest.  "We 
can't  be  proud  of  her  for  standing  in  the 
back  of  the  room,"  she  added. 

Throughout  the  day  groups  of 
parents  and  children  protested  outside  the 
Moscone  Center  demanding  safe  trans- 
portation for  children  who  attend  schools 
far  from  their  homes. 

Mayor  Brown  briefly  addressed  the 
issue  of  chartering  buses  to  take  children 
to  school  rather  than  having  them  take 
MUNI  and  perhaps  having  to  make 
several  transfers.  He  promised  the  protest- 
ers he  would  look  into  the  matter. 

Carol  Gilbert,  this  year's  chairwoman 
and  alumna  of  all  five  summits  was 
pleased  by  the  event's  turnout.  While 
every  summit  has  had  its  own  character, 
reflected  Gilbert,  this  one  was  different 
because  it  is  Brown's  last  summit  as  mayor 
and  "his  leadership  will  surely  be  missed."

Known  for  many  contributions 
and  acts  of  concern  to  others  through 
these  many  years,  Jiggetts  will  be  sorely 
missed  on  Potrero  Hill  for  his  dedi- 
cated and  committed  work  with  the 
Omega  Boys  Club,  where  he  assisted 
co-founders  Joseph  Marshall  and  Jack 


Jacqua  in  all  aspects  of  the  club's  work. 
Jiggetts  gave  several  days  of  each  week 
to  counseling,  guiding  and  listening  to 
young  people  in  both  stress  and  joy. 

Coach  was  an  original.  We  will 
miss  him  but  maintain  his  spirit.

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Jeff  Thollander, 
Popular  Phys  Ed 
Teacher,  Retires

You  can't  miss  coach  Jeff  Thollander. 
3uilr  like  an  athlete,  he  has  broad  shoul- 
ders and  a  boisterous  voice  that  carries 
icross  the  kid-filled  playground  of  Enola 
3.  Maxwell  Middle  School  of  the  Arts  on 
De  Haro  Street.  A  whistle  is  his  compan- 
on. 

After  32  years  of  helping  young 
ithletes  perfect  their  volleys  and  serves, 
;hots,  swings,  and  strides  he  says  it  is  time 
to  retire.  It  is  time  for  him  to  be  missed. 

Jeff  has  worked  at  the  school  since  it 
opened  in  1971  as  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  (which  was  renamed  in  2001).  He 
nas  been  Athletic  Director  and  Physical 
Education  J^E^T Department  Head  since 
1981.  During  his  tenure  he  has  achieved 
many  accolades;  15  city  championships,  4 
n  basketball  and  1 1  in  track;  as  well  as 
many  divisional  championships. 

"All  wins  feel  great,  but  you  can't 
rorget  that  first  time  you  win  a  champion- 
ship." At  Thollander's  suggestion,  Enola 
D.  Maxwell  is  one  of  the  few  schools  in 
the  city  to  display  their  winning  pennants 
in  the  gymnasium;  a  total  of  61  cover  the 
gym  walls. 

Marking  students  wins  and  achieve- 
ments has  been  Thollander's  philosophy. 
He  has  developed  a  method  of  tracking 
their  progress  on  a  chart  posted  in  his 
office  window.  There  are  points  for 
attendance,  attitude,  and  performance. 

His  understanding  of  sports  came 
from  playing  basketball  and  track  in  high 
school,  going  on  to  play  basketball  at  San 
Francisco  State.  He  started  working  as  a 
schoolyard  director  in  college  in  some

tough  areas  including  Bayview,  Hunters 
Point  and  South  of  Market.  His  hard 
work  paid  off  when  he  was  asked  to  work 
for  the  middle  school. 

For  Thollander,  teaching  physical 
education  has  always  been  the  number 
one  priority.  "You  are  a  teacher  first  and  a 
coach  second.  But  coaching  a  winning  kid 
means  developing  a  raptor.  When  you 
have  the  opportunity  to  work  with  kids 
after  school  and  during  games  it  adds  to 
the  chemistry  that  you  might  not  get  in 
the  50  minute  class  period." 

The  job  of  a  P.E.  teacher  is  unique. 
They  are  the  only  teacher  in  a  school  with 
the  position  of  working  with  all  of  the 
students.  For  that  reason  Thollander  has 
had  the  opportunity  to  influence  many 
kids  and  set  a  tone  among  the  students. 

"He  is  the  heart  and  soul  of  the 
school,"  says  Robin  Brasso,  Resource 
Specialist  at  the  Enola  D.  Maxwell.  She 


has  worked  with  Thollander  the  past  31 
years  and  is  quick  to  say  that  the  school 
won't  be  the  same  without  him.  "All  the 
kids  respect  him  and  he  has  them  in  the 
palm  of  his  hand.  He  has  their  respect  and 
always  says  the  right  thing.  The  school 
just  won't  be  the  same  without  him." 

"Becoming  a  good  teacher  is  like 
becoming  a  good  athlete,"  Thollander 
explains.  "You  have  to  be  right  there  in 
the  game.  It  takes  hands  on  experience. 
How  to  build  chemistry  with  kids  is 
something  that  you  learn  on  your  own." 

He  encourages  his  students  to  give 
100  percent,  win  or  lose.  By  treating  his 
students  equally  and  fairly,  he  has  inspired 
many  for  years  to  come. 

"The  best  part  of  this  job  is  when  you 
work  with  kids  and  you  can  see  that  you 
are  making  a  difference.  Unfortunately  in 
middle  school  you  don't  see  it  right  away, 
they  are  going  into  the  teenager  phase, 


they  can  give  you  a  lot  of  trouble.  But 
years  later  they  come  back  and  tell  you 
how  great  their  experience  in  school  was." 

His  success  as  a  teacher  and  coach  has 
been  in  developing  chemistry  among 
teammates.  Thollander's  trophies  are 
former  students  returning  to  reminisce 
about  the  past.  He  started  a  library  of 
videos  of  all  the  track  and  basketball 
games  that  past  students  can  take  home  to 
show  their  kids. 

These  days  he  is  coaching  the  kids  of 
students  he  had  years  ago.  He  thinks  it  is 
time  for  a  younger  coach  to  take  his  place. 
One  look  at  Thollander  and  you  see  a 
youthful  playfulness  and  a  face  that  looks 
much  younger  than  his  actual  age.  You 
wouldn't  guess  that  he  can  no  longer  do 
the  things  he  used  to  do  -  showing 
students  how  to  climb  rope,  vaulting  or 
doing  the  high  jump. 

Jeff  is  retiring  with  his  wife  of  32 
years,  Carol,  who  herself  has  taught  for  34 
years  in  San  Francisco.  They  never  had 
kids  of  their  own  and  have  devoted  their 
lives  to  working  with  others.  "We  were 
lucky.  We  got  to  devote  our  time  to  the 
kids  at  school  and  then  go  home  and  take 
a  deep  breath  and  relax  at  the  end  of  the 
day,"  he  says. 

But  why  stay  in  one  place  for  so  long? 
"I  have  always  liked  the  community  here, 
the  challenge.  These  kids  have  always  had 
a  really  special,  competitive  nature.  There 
has  never  been  a  dull  moment  here." 

The  school  has  changed  a  lot  since 
Jeff  first  arrived.  What  were  once  open 
fields  by  the  playground  are  now  adorned 
with  loft  apartments  and  sweeping 
buildings.  As  the  community  builds  up, 
the  number  of  kids  at  Maxwell  has 
drastically  reduced.  The  closing  of 
Treasure  Island  and  the  high  cost  of  living 
has  forced  many  families  out  of  the  city.

Only  230  kids  are  enrolled,  down 
from  nearly  800  several  years  ago.  The 
fewer  kids  there  are  the  tougher  it  is  to 
compete  with  the  larger  schools.  But  no 
matter  what,  Thollander  and  his  teams 
have  never  forfeited  a  game.  Even  with 
tight  budgets  they  have  always  had  teams, 
equipment  and  a  first  rate  program  for 
their  kids. 

"Any  good  school  has  a  gpod  P.E. 
program.  It  is  a  necessity  for  the  kid's 
development.  Structured  programs  that 
develop  disciplines  and  motivating 
activities  have  a  big  impact.  Schools  in 
trouble  these  days  have  a  weak  P.E. 
department,"  he  says. 

As  Thollander  sees  it,  physicaJ  fitness 
in  kids  today  is  worse  than  it  has  ever 
been.  Jeff  isn't  shy  about  pushing  his  kids, 
forcing  them  to  get  up  and  out.  "I  tell 
them,  'this  is  what  you  are  going  to  do." 
Make  them  sweat.  Kids  need  to  get  out 
and  actively  participate  in  the  world,  not 
play  video  games." 

As  for  staying  active,  Thollander 
doesn't  have  huge  plans  for  his  retirement. 
He  is  going  to  enjoy  sharing  the  free 


time  with  his  wife,  working  on  the  house, 
golfing,  and  anything  having  to  do  with 
adults.   Asked  if  he  is  going  to  have  a  big 
party,  he  shrugs  it  off,  "I  like  throwing 
parties  for  other  people  better." 

But  his  memories  of  his  experience 
will  not  soon  fade  away.  He  has  pictures 
to  remind  him.  The  picture  of  Raul,  a 
student  who  won  the  state  championship 
and  had  his  picture  taken  with  Jesse 
Owens  and  another  of  a  student  who  won 
an  essay  contest  and  met  Michael  Jordan. 

The  pictures  that  will  remain  in  his 
office  will  stay  as  a  tribute  to  the  history 
of  the  school.  Mementos  of  records 
broken,  titles  won  and  memories  made. 
Next  year  a  new  coach  will  assume  his 
position  and  new  kids  will  come  to  the 
school.  Students  of  the  past  will  come  to 
view  their  pictures  and  pennants  trying  to 
recapture  moments  of  excellence. 

Even  when  he  is  gone,  Thollander's 
presence  will  remain.  His  face  will  adorn 
the  walls  of  Enola  D.  Maxwell,  wrapped 
neatly  in  picture  frames.  What  remains  is 
the  image  of  him  standing  stoically  next 
to  32  years  worth  of  teams  -  he  was  there, 
through  the  good  and  the  bad,  but  always 
giving  his  100  percent.

encouraged  fairness  and  tolerance.  His 
father,  a  psychiatrist,  is  of  Colombian 
descent.  His  mother,  a  nurse,  is  Italian- 
American.  After  studying  law  at  George 
Washington  University,  he  moved  to  San 
Francisco  16  years  ago  to  practice  mari- 
time law.  He  took  time  off  to  serve  as 
chief  of  staff  of  the  U.S.  Maritime 
Administration  during  the  first  Clinton 
administration.  After  his  tenure  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  he  resumed  legal 
practice  in  San  Francisco,  while  continu- 
ing public  service  work  with  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Commission,  the  Public 
Transportation  Commission,  and  numer- 
ous community  groups. 

Named  one  of  the  top  20  young 
lawyers  by  California  Law  Business 
Magazine  last  year,  Herrera's  political  star 
is  rising.  Rumors  even  circulated  that  he 
might  run  for  mayor  this  year.  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  columnist  Phil  Matier, 
who  has  covered  the  local  political  scene 
for  almost  20  years,  says  the  city  attorney 
has  potential  to  rise  to  higher  office.  He 
gives  Herrera  mostly  good  marks  for  being 
effective  in  a  challenging  political  environ- 
ment. 

"In  this  town,  politics  is  a  wild  ride. 
Every  move  you  make  will  be  examined 
until  they  put  your  body  in  Colma,"  said 
Matier.  "Dennis  is  cognizant  of  that.  He's 
smart,  ambitious,  and  he  got  elected 
without  riding  anyone's  coat  tails  so  he's 
maintained  independence.  He  definitely

politics  for  a  long  time. 

Herrera  discovered  the  Dogpatch 
neighborhood  while  representing  San 
Francisco  Dryjjock  at  Pier  70.  He  pur- 
chased a  fixer  upper  on  Tennessee  Street  in 
1993.  "I  love  the  character  and  diversity 
Dogpatch  offers,  and  its  proximity  to  the 
waterfront  and  the  Hill,"  he  said.  "It's  a 
friendly  and  familiar  community.  When  I 
go  up  to  Farley's  or  Goat  Hill  Pizza,  I  see 
people  I  know,  and  we  can  just  shoot  the 
breeze." 

Herrera's  wife,  Anne,  a  consultant  for 
Intel  Corp.,  was  raised  in  California, 
mostly  near  Sacramento.  Their  18-month- 
old  son,  Declan,  was  born  just  weeks 
before  the  2001  election,  bringing  great 
joy  —  and  an  added  level  of  complexity  to 
the  rigors  of  campaigning.  "Preparing  to 
have  a  baby  and  running  for  office  at  the 
same  time  was  pretty  crazy,"  he  admits. 
"But  Anne  was  amazingly  supportive,  and 
Declan  is  the  best  thing  that  ever  hap- 
pened to  us." 

Neighbors  say  Herrera's  new  job 
hasn't  changed  him.  "Dennis  still  cooks 
hot  dogs  at  our  annual  block  party,"  said 
Susan  Eslick,  president  of  the  Dogpatch 
Neighborhood  Association.  "He's  very 
approachable  and  down  to  earth.  He 
shares  the  same  concerns  other  neighbors 
do.  It's  refreshing  to  know  good  people  in 
City  Hall."

UCSF  Hospital  Replacement  Public  Process 

The  526-bed  UCSF  Medical  Center  at  Parnassus  Heights  currently  includes  two  adjoining  hospital  buildings  -  Moffitt,  built  in  1955,  and  Long,  built  in 
1982.  Because  these  buildings  do  not  meet  modern  operational  needs,  and  to  ensure  that  UCSF's  hospital  facilities  continue  to  meet  increasingly 
stringent  state-mandated  earthquake  safety  standards,  UCSF  has  launched  an  effort  to  build  new  facilities:  either  two  hospitals— a  250-bed  specialty 
facility  and  a  400-bed  acute  care  facility,  or  a  single  650-bed  hospital  which  would  be  built  incrementally  over  a  number  of  years.  There  are  four 
potential  locations  being  considered: 

-  Parnassus  East:  The  area  adjoining  and  incorporating  the  current  location  of  the  UCSF  Medical  Center. 

-  Parnassus  West:  The  western  edge  of  the  UCSF  main  campus,  at  the  opposite  end  of  Parnassus  Avenue  from  the  current  UCSF  Medical  Center. 

--  Mission  Bay  North:  The  northern  edge  of  the  UCSF  Mission  Bay  campus,  bounded  by  Owens  Street,  Mission  Bay  Boulevard  South  and  Third  Street. 

-  Mission  Bay  South:  A  parcel  adjacent  to  the  southern  edge  of  the  UCSF  Mission  Bay  campus,  just  south  of  16th  Street.  This  is  the  only  location  that 
could  accommodate  a  650-bed  facility. 

(Scenarios  involving  rebuilding  inpatient  facilities  at  UCSF's  Mount  Zion  campus  have  been  set  aside  for  now,  pending  review  of  the  other  four  locations).

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Seals  Stadium 
Memories

Most  Giants  fans  concede  that  Pac 
Bell  Park  is  spiffy.  Old-timers  share  that 
view  even  though  the  facility  is  far  more 
elegant  than  its  plebian  predecessor:  Seals 
Stadium. 

Located  at  16th  and  Bryant  streets, 
Seals  Stadium  was  the  city's  baseball 
mecca  during  the  Depression  years  and 
well  past  the  end  of  World  War  II.  It  was 
displaced  in  I960  by  Candlestick  Park - 
which  would  be  renamed  3  Com  Park  - 
and  then  three  years  ago  by  Pac  Bell. 

Under  the  Saturday  free-admission 
policy  for  kids,  there  was  no  shortage  of 
heroes  at  the  old  ballpark,  which  groomed 
the  DiMaggio  brothers,  Tony  Lazzeri, 
Frank  Crosetti  and  other  stalwarts  for  the 
giant  step  to  the  big  leagues. 

Ritually,  on  Saturdays  kids  trudged 
several  miles  cross-town  to  save  carfare 
which  would  be  spent  on  ballpark 
goodies.  On  the  homebound  trek  they 
replayed  the  game's  high  points  and  vent 
their  anger  over  the  umpire's  decisions 
that  had  hurt  the  Seals'  cause. 


A  favorite  treat  was  the  Zee-Nut 
candy  bar.  Besides  its  succulence,  each  bar 
had  a  picture  of  one  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  players,  as  well  as  a  coupon  below. 
The  pictures  were  hoarded  by  the  devout, 
while  the  materialistic  accumulated  until 
there  were  enough  to  redeem  the  whole 
lot  for  a  variety  of  prizes,  with  a  bicycle  as 
the  most  coveted  premium.  In  those 
Depression  days,  redemption  of  the 
coupons  for  a  gleaming  bicycle  was  the 
equivalent  of  winning  a  luxury  car  today. 

Old-timers  who  want  to  savor 
baseball  days  of  yore,  however,  can  do  so 
by  visiting  the  Double  Play,  a  restaurant- 
water  hole  across  the  street  from  where 
Seals  Stadium  stood,  and  where  a  shop- 
ping mall  is  operative  now.  The  Double 
Play's  walls  are  amply  decorated  with 
autographed  gloves,  balls  and  bats,  and 
action  photos.  The  back  room's  floor  is 
laid  out  like  a  mini  infield  and  outfield, 
and  diners  are  surrounded  by  a  mural 
depicting  the  stands  jammed  with  fans. 
Noe  Valley  artist  Michael  Lightning 
designed  and  painted  the  room. 

It  is,  indeed,  a  reasonable  facsimile. 

But,  sad  to  say,  there  are  no  Zee-Nut 
candy  bars. 

Octogenarian  Chuck  Elkind  has  no  diffi- 
culty remembering  the  old  days  —  or  much 
of  anything  else.
